tional fimance. As an extract! 
from the editorial columns of 
The Eeonomist’s current issue, it 
presents a weighty and convincing 
forecast, free from any suspicion 
of Propaganda. The editorial 
conclusion, from a three 
years’ survey of trade movements 
and investment changes, in which 
allowance is made for all “ invis- 
ible” exchanges, rests on a basis 
of ascertained facts and on the 
assumption that the external 
trade conditions of the past three 
years will continue to prevail 
curing the present emergency. in 
jother words, present restrictions 
of imports, so long as they con- 
tinue, will have the effect of 
increasing the external assets of 
Trish banks and other twenty-six 
county investors. Financial ex- 
perts and professors of economics 
will be disposed, no doubt, fo take 
widely different views of the 
intrinsic value of assets so created, 
and those who advocate a sever- 
ance of the link with the pound 
sterling will discover new dangers 
in the expatriation—however tem- 
porary—of Irish capital. Neverthe- 
less, we are satisfied to examine 
The Economist’s conclusion on the 
hypothesis that “ the strongest 
creditor country in the world ”’ 
will have the most effective claim, 
when normal trade relations are 
restored, to repatriate its capital in 
the form of reproductive imports 
for lack of which our agricultural 
and manufacturing industries at 
present suffer grievous injury. On 
that point, at least, we find our- 
selves in full accord with Mr. de 
Valera’s declaration that the best, 
if not the only, way in which ex- 
ternal capital can be brought back 
and turned to useful account will 
be in the importing of such 
“ capital ” assets as—let us say— 
machinery, building materials 
and. fertilisers with which to 
restore the productivity of our 
agricultural lands. Let us, how- 
ever, pass from such somewNat 
speculative considerations to one 
of immediate and extremely 
practical importance. 

There is good reason to fear
